Whichever way you look at it that 
particular series was always going 
to cause problems but the real 
problem has come about by the 
very fact of Australia’s international 
success. 

And that is just at Olyroo level - 
what about the big guys? 

You could say that we should 
build our international season in 
the Ericsson Cup off season, 

Simple answer, simple solution. 

But that wouldn't work either 
because we want to play against 
European teams — and their main 
international season is during their 
domestic leagues. 

In the off season they have little

things like European 
Championships and World Cups 
to worry about two out of every 
four years and then in the other 
two they also like to toss in an 
overseas tour to help blood young 
players. 

Australia, unfortunately, just isn't 
on the shopping lists of the 
Englands, Frances, Germanys 
and Italys. 

The game against Scotland only 
came after ten years of hustling 
and bustling from the ASF to finally 
get a fixture. 

So if we accept the fact of life that 
we have to take the international 
crumbs then does that mean that 
we have to adjust the Ericsson 
Cup to suit? 

After all, it is by playing on a 
world stage that the players are 
projected in their careers and the 
clubs attract the big transfer fees. 

But instead of re-inventing the 
wheel why don't we take a leaf out 
of the books of Italy and England 
where clubs are very definitely put 
first - not sometimes, but a/ways. 

Because without them there 
would be no sport. 

Itis clubs like Marconi which pay 
the player's wages which allow 
them to take part in national 
programmes. 

The Socceroos have to fit their 
scheduling around the league and 
not let the schmozzle of this 
season's disruptions ever happen 
again. 

Itisn't an easy task, despite what 
has just been written, and those 
who pilot the national team have a 
hard job — but that's life in the real 
world.
